INTELLIGENCE FACTORS: DEMONSTRATIONS 



P1D has received information concerning six planned demonstrations directed toward the first presidential 
candidate’s debate. This event may be attractive to demonstrators because of expected media attention. 

PID received one report of a demonstration during the first 2012 presidential debate held at the University 
of Denver in Denver, Colorado. On October 3, 2012, 450 members of various groups including Occupy 
Denver held a demonstration during the debate which was attended by President Barack Obama and 
Presidential Candidate Mitt Romney. The demonstration drew media attention and concluded without 
incident or arrest. 

Hofstra University hosted the second 2012 presidential debate during which approximately 450 members 
of various groups assembled to demonstrate. Most demonstrations concluded without incident; however, 
one demonstration ended with multiple arrests when Green Party members blocked the pedestrian walkway 
in an effort to challenge the two party system. Additionally, one demonstrator was arrested for attempting 
to block the police video camera used to monitor demonstration activity.
